New England Wife Gives Up 
Husband to Unwed 
Mother of Five 


NOTHER triangular love affair in 
A which five illegitimate children and 

their unwed mother figured has re- 
cently been settled in Dedham, Mass., with 
the award of a divorce to Mrs. Caroline 
D. L. Gleason of East Dedham, who 
sought the decree so that her husband 
might be free to marry Victoria V. Bouch- 
er, with whom he was found living in 
Worcester. 

In this case, too, the wife was a ineitine 
of one child, but Mrs. Gleason, unlike 
Mrs. Curtin, chose to forfeit her legal 
rights and surrender her husband uncondi- 
tionally to the “other woman” in order 
that the five nameless children might not 
be stigmatized. She has been given full 
custody of the son, but has refused to ac- 
cept alimony and declines to prosecute 
Gieason for nonsupport covering a onne 
of seven years. 


“I do not love my east any sities 
but I do not wish the other womafi any un- 
happiness and I do not want the five little 
innocent ones to suffer,” Mrs. Gleason said 
in explaining her action. A warrant sworn 
out against Gleason was placed on file in 
the Norfolk County Superior Court when 
his wife refused to prosecute. 

An attorney for Mrs. Gleason. brought 
the strange marital tangle to light whén 
he found Gleason living. in Worcester 
with the woman who was known there as . 
his wife and who, it was acknowledged, 
was the mother of five of his six children. 


“Before I make an order in this case,” he said, 
“I will asx if anyone in this room has an ob- 
‘ection to make against the return of thése chil- 
dren to their mother. ‘HE THAT I8 WITH- 
OUT SIN AMONG YOU, LET HIM FIRST CAST 
A STONE AT HEB.’ ’’ 

In the tense silence that followed the young 
mother looked hastily over the room, but there 
was none to “cast the first stone.”

As @ general rule. nobody of assumed sound 
mind ever enters an asyiam for the imsane 
more tham omce. sare to visit a relative or a 
friend sent thither apon a due finding of insanity 
The depressive effect is too strong to permit of a hank- 
ering for more of similar experience. The convention- 
ai institution of this kind ts a place calculated to induce 
nightmares. 

idjemess of inmates is the chief depressant for the 
visitor. No matter how much moter a state may have 
expended upon dormitories for the housing of its men- 
tal patients. the average asylum strikes the visitor as 
bene a place to forget if possibie. That is chiefly be- 
caure be finds hbendreds of men and womens. youn. 
mid-azed. old. sitting around in chairs doing absolutely 
nething. No sane person can sit around for very lous 
doing absofutely nothing witheut becoming insane. By 
the same token. no insane person can sit around for 
years doing absoivteiy nothing and recover sanity. in 
all the ranmge of human observation there probably is 
no sight more profoundiy pitifvi than that of a consid- 
erabie number of buman beiags sitting in silence. star- 
imz vacantiy imto space. 

At Jac*sonville is a man who has discovered this sor- 
rowtul fact. Being clothed with official authority. he 
bar set about to elimimate the fatal element of idleness 
in the State Hospital. Only one mecns of -limination is 
possible. The simple yet powerful antidote to idleness. 
both inside and outside an asylum for mental patients. 
is wort. plus amusement. That is the sole specific —iust 
work. useful tabor—to occupy the mind and remove 
codwebs from the brain. mixed with a little play. All 
imsane persens have minds. as a matter of course. Their 
minds have become warped from: some cause. frequently 
physical idleness enhances the warping. Work stops 
itt and reverses the process. Wort. slowly im some 
cases and rapidiy im others. takes the kin*s oat of 
mentality’ Work—occupation—<cures ineanity. 

At Jacksonville Dr. E. L. Hill. who ie a bumanitarian 
as well as a physician. has proved the truth of that 
last Statement. Im his more than eight years’ superin- 
tendency of the State Hospital he has had opportunity 
to put his theories. briefly outlined above. into prac- 
tical operation. He has cured and ts curing. day by 
Gay. im every way, the minds of many of his patients. 
He is curing them because he substitutes the boon of 
work for the bane of idleness. The patients rise ap 
from their chairs. dig im at pleasant toil. dig their own 
minds out of the beg of imsanity. and go home mentally 
and physically weil, calling Dr. Hill blessed. ' 

“Why not put the patients to work?” asked Dr Hill 
shortly after be took charge of the iustitution in 1314. 

“The idea’ Why. crazy folts can't work'” 

So said the aid-school standpatters 

‘They can work.” insisted Dr Hill “and they wil!

Just work—you can't beat it. for anything that seeds 
eorrecting in the upper story of the human house of 
life. This apolies outside asylums the same as inside. a 
fact which Dr. Hill kmew well before the introduced oc- 
cupational—that is work—imto the big imstitution over 
which he presides. He bad wondered just «hy other 
doctor: and perticulariy those presidiac over similar 
institutions. Bad cot learned that simple fact early in 
fife. or granting that ther bad learued it. as really

“The community surrounding the hospital soon be- 
gar to show a decidedly more favorable interest in 
the institution. Some of the citizens had been in con- 
stant fear of some of the more violent patients and 
nobody had beem at ease with regard even to the non- 
violent. The people came to look upon the patients not 
as hopeless and dangerous lunatics. but rather as per- 
sons suffering from mental disease which was capable 
of yielding te treatment.” 

Dr. Hill, replying to a specific question, toid of 
several instances where work substituted for idleness 
actually restored the suspended menta! faculties. 

“We have a number of specific instances of this.” 
he said. “There was John Lasker. committed to the 
asylum about 15 years ago. Having remaihed idie in 
the wards for years on end, he had acquired the habit 
of walking in a circle about 50 feet in diameter when 
taken outdoors for exercise. For years and years he 


had walked in this circle. always in the same track.- 


His feet had worn a circular path several inches deep. 
Day after day, hour after hour. at exercise time, this 
was his habit—treading his monotonous circle deeper 
and deeper. and day by day. in every way. growing 
crazier and crazier. 

“Lasker was taken to the garden department and 
put to work. in charge of an attendant. At first he 
showed little if any interest. He would pull up the 
vegetables as well as the weeds when set to weeding. 
The attendant frequently got discusted with Lasker. 
‘IT can do nothing with him, and he’s doing more harm 
than good,” was the complaint. The gardener himself 
advised the removal of the patient elsewhere. But 


t&rested in his work. 
“Soon he was able to tell a planted vegetable from 


a wild weed. He pulled the weeds and left the veg- 
tables to grow. As time wore on, he wae given a gen- 
eral parole of the grounds. He could look out for him- 
self, and he never walked again in his old-time cir- 
cle—that pathetic footworn vath that never ended. 
that pever led anywhere. really the most poignantly 
pathetic byway ever created by the plodding feet of 


man. 


John Lasker, the man who walked in a 
circle 50 feet in diameter at exer- 
cise hour for years, wearing an 
endless path inches deep, was pat 
at gardening, got the weeds out of 
his own mind, and now is a happy 
and prosperous farmer back home 
—Visitors to this institution now 
carry away no raw material for 
nightmares $: se : 


“Yes, John Lasker had lifted himself out of his 
beaten path—lifted himself by work. He was ad- 
vanced rapidly. A horse was placed at his disposal. 
with plow and cultivator, and he became one of the 
most efficient patient - gardeners in the institution. 
He had had delusions of various sorts. He ceased to 
react to them So low had he sunk in the mire of re- 
duced mentality that his case had attracted the at- 
tention and evoked the comment of virtually every- 
body who came in contact with him. ‘John Lasker.’ 
people had said, ‘is a hopeless case.’ His family long 
ago had decided that he was hopelessiy insane and 
had rated him with the so-called incurables. They 
had quit writing to him. He had quit thinking of 
them. 

“But about the time John was promoted to the horse 
and cultivator he began to write home. He got re- 
sponses. His boy and girl, cmall children when he left 
home, were grown to a young man and a young wom- 
an. When. much to their surprise, they received a let- 
ter, and 4t was a coherent one, from their father, they 
_ wrote to us immediately. They visited the hospital 
as soon as they could make the traveling arrange- 
ments. Their mother had died sizce Lasser was 
committed, and the children had been reared by an 
uncle. On their first visit here there war a most in- 
teresting. though somewhat pathetic, family reunion. 

“Lasker had been here so long that the world out- 
side seemed like an unknown country to him. He 
made no request to be permitted to go home. Jhe 
matter was discussed with the son and daughter and 
their uncle, the patient's brother. Lasker was -taken 
out on parole. Later he was discharged as improved 
and finally as cured. He became a mgst industrious 
and prosperous farmer in the communitg from which 
he came, respected by all his old friends and by the 
new ones he speedily made. 

“We believe” modestly conciuded Dr. Hill. “that 
John Lasker's cure must be credited to his employ- 
ment in the garden and farm departments.” 

The circular path eroded by the millions of foot- 
steps taken by the idle John Lasker is overgrown 
now with grass. John Lasker's mind was overgrown 
with weeds, it went im a circle that led nowhere. Then 
he was set-to work. At first he pulled the vegetabies 
along with the weeds. Then he pulled the weeds and 
left the vegetables. In time he pulled the weeds out 
of his brain and left the clean wheat and the strong

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With a special apparatus and movie 
outfit, Professor Harkins at the 
University of Chicago has made 
possible these wonderfal pictures 
of the smallest known divisions of 
matter—Camera records the disin- 
Yegration of polonium atoms into 
lead and helium particles, and 
flight of the latter at speed of 10,- 
000 miles a second—Even collisions 
between atoms have been obtained 
in snapshots—What eminent inves- 
tigator of atomic structure says 
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HE latest wonder of nature has been 
put into the movies. Camera men, weary 
of shooting elephants and battleships and 
tall buildiggs, not to mention such sub- 
jects as mountain ranges, have now gone 
to the other extreme. The latest educa- 
tional films do no less a thing than record 
the movements of atoms and electrons. 


“The best photograph of an atomic collision ever ob- 
tained.” The “track” at right shows where helium 
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The atom, of course, long since superseded the mole- 
cule as our conception of the ultimate division of mat- 
ter. Then came the discovery that every atom is com- 
posed of electrons, varying in number and arrange- 
ment with the element, or basic substance, from which 
the atom is taken. ° 

In other words, atoms and electrons are the smallest- 
possible material objects, as the physical world is 
known today. Atoms are so marvelously minute that 
it would require 100,000,000 of them to make a line an 
inch long, if they were put nearly in contact. 

Or, if a moderate-sized light bulb, one with a capacity 


of 250 cubic centimeters (about 15.26 cubic inches), 


had an opening just large enough for 1,000,000 atoms 
to enter the bulb each second, then 100 years would 
elapse before enough atoms could have entered to fill 
the bulb completely. 

Yet these tiniest actors in all the world have been 
put into the movies. Naturally, they are quite beyond 
the range of the keenest human eye. But ingenious 


scientists succeeded in devising a way in which the - 


motions of atoms can be seen. Pay your admission at 
the movie theater and watch the swift actions of these 
tiny building stones of the universe. 

If you are fortunate enough to be in the laboratory 
of Prof. William D. Harkins, University of Chicago, 
you can watch the strange spectacle at first hand. 
Prof. Harkins, who teaches physical chemistry and is 
well-known for his researches into the structure of the 
atom, throws a switch and a machine begins a soft, 
rhythmic chugging. 

You gaze into a round. gilass-topped chamber, two 
inches in diameter, and here is what you see: Fastened 
to the inside wall of the little round chamber is a tiny 
bit of dark, metallic-looking substance. From this. 
each time a piston head that is the floor of the cham- 
ber rises and falls, there dart forth sudden, whitish 
streaks. They look almost as tiny particles would, 
that were smoldering without visible flame and each 
leaving a clean-cut trail of smoke behind as it sped 
across the chamber. 

Sometimes there is but one streak, sometimes a 
dozen, all proceeding from the same dark lump, but 


spreading out fan-wise as they travel. Usually they are .

“What happens is that when the atoms of a radio- 
active substance like polonium disintegrate, it shoots 
off positively charged helium atoms which fly through 
the air at about 10,000 miles a second.

And mercury, by the loss of 
one helium atom for each atom of mercury, would be 
converted into platinum. 

“We know just the rearrangement of atomic structure 
which is necessary for the transmutation of metals, 
long sought as a secret of magic by the philosophers 
of old. We know what should be done to achieve the 
transmutation—-but how to do it—that's the problem.” 

There have been published statements by certain 
scientists, mainly British, that if hydrogen really is 
the substance of all the other elements, and if a way 
is found to convert hydrogen into helium, the dreadful 
amount of energy thus released might cause the whole 
earth to explode, then the sun and finally all the stars. 

In other words, they picture a blowing up of the 


whole physical universe,\if this fata) bit of knowledge ° 


should be won. But Prof. Harkins, who actively up- 
holds the hydrogen theory, only laughs at such turid 
prophecies of what may happen. 

“It is about as foolish a thing as I ever heard,” he 
remarked. “And here is the reason why it is foolish: 
The chemical reaction, if it could be brought about, 
would only occur as the result of applying a vast force 
to a very small quantity of hydrogen. The amount 
of force to convert any large quantity of hydrogen is,

The apparatus used by Prof. Harkins was made by 
himself and R. W. Ryan, according to a design worked 
out by Wilson and Schimizu. It employs a principle 
discovered about 60 years ago by Aitken, while jnvesti- 
gating the problem of the formation of rain clouds over 
the surface of the earth. 

The apparatus is not a complicated one. Its heart 
is a vertical metal cylinder with piston and a glass 
top. This glass and the end of the piston, together 
with the walls of the cylinder, form an expansion cham- 
ber, where the air can be compressed to any desired 
degree, and a small motor drives the cylinder upward 
and downward, twice a second. 

Fixed to the cylinder wall, near the top, is a small 
piece of polonium—source of the helium atoms. 

At one side are an electric arc and lens, to light up 
the expansion chamber and illuminate the tracks of 
the atoms there. Below is the switchboard, which also 
controls the high potential that goes through the cyl- 
inder and clears the expansion chamber. 


Directly above the expansion chamber is a moving- 
picture machine, with which all the photographs shown 
here were made. It is constructed to move in synchro- 
nism with the application of the high potential. At the 
left is a hand-wheel with which the entire apparatus 
ean be turned, if desired, instead of using the motor. 

The idea that the atoms & all the elements might 
really be built up out of hydrogen is quite an old 
one, having been developed by Prout in 1815. But his 
theory was quickly given up because it did not seem 
to comport with the facts. 

Just a century iater, or in 1915, Prof. Harkins pub- 
lished an extensive paper in which he stated that the 
ehemical atomic weights gave definite evidence that 
all of the atoms are built up from hydrogen atoms, 
and therefore that all the other elements consist en- 
tirely of the fiindamental element, hydrogen. 

“The hydrogen first changes into helium,” said 
Prof. Harkins, “and the process is extremely re- 
markable, since mass and weight are lost in the 
process. Thus, 4.032 pounds of hydrogen would pro- 
duce only four pounds of helium, and no other ele- 
ment. This would seem, at first thought, contrary to 
one of the most fundamental principles of science— 
that of the conservation of energy. 

“However, this apparent contradiction is not one in 
fact, since the mass which is lost is converted into 
an enormous amount of energy. According to our 
present views, this is the possible source of the 
greatest amount of energy which the human mind 
can conceive, and its magnitude may be illustrated by 
a concrete example. 

“One pound of hydrogen can be purchased for about 
1 cent. If this . drogen could be converted into 
helium, it would give as’much energy as that produced 
in burning 10,000 tons of coal, valued at approximately

Jordan of the Natiowal Industrial Conference 
Board, is to start the organization of a mutual 
sick benefit association in your office. 

Mr. Jordan knows what he is talkine about 
and he tells you in this interview iust how ‘> 7o 
about organizing one of these associations, « hich 
have already been tried out with great success in 
many of the biggest firms in the country. 


height the next vear; then, too, the insurahce com- 
pany’s doctor,.who must follow up cases and report 
on them, coming as he does from the outside. some- 
times causes friction, interference and dissatisfaction: 
and the whole business lacks the personal touch. That 
is not always the case, of course; and it may well 
prove simpler to take out a policy and let the insurance 
company do the work. That is a matter for individual 
judgment. My point is that any organization where a 
mutual sick bené@fit association has not yet been 
formed is the loser; and the men ought to get to- 
gether and start such a plan as soon as possible. The 
organization is very simple. Here's the easiest way to 
go about it: 

Get your fellow workmen together and tell them 
about the plan; when they*® decide to go ahead, have 


‘ga committee elected or appointed to draw up a con- 


stitution and by-laws. This committee can at once 
consult with the officials of the company; they will, 
as ‘has been proved by experience, be glad to do 
anything in their power to help in the formation 
of the association. Often they contribute to the 
treasury, and in any case they will give the best ad- 
vice about the clerical work and other technicalities. 
It has been found that the paper work of such an or- 
ganization amounts to about one day’s work per week 
for one man; this is usually done by someone in the 
office, his pay for the job coming out of the 
treasury. 

Now let the committee send to the General Electric 
Co., the International Harvester Co., the United States 
Rubber Co.—to name only three of the big organiza- 
tions that have mutual sick benefit associations—and 
get’a copy of their constitution and by-laws. They will 
be glad .to send it and to give any advice that may 
help; t thir documents will prove invaluable as a guide 
for drawing up your own constitution. 

With the constitution and by-laws prepared, report 
to your fellow\members, have the constitution voted on 
—gomeone may suggest amendments—and elect offi- 
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cers: a president, perhaps a vice president, a secre- 
tary to keep record of the meetings, and a treasurer. 
Perhaps the officials of the company have decided to 
contribute to start the bali rolling, or you may assess 
your members a small sum each to cover preliminary 


expenses. The dues of your association should be 


drawn from each man's’ pay each week; sometimes 
these dues are collected by the treasurer, but it is a far 
simpler plan to arrange with the cashier to deduct 
from each pay envelope the right amount and give 
the treasurer a check for the whole. All funds should 
be deposited in a bank as a checking account. 

If your company has a medical staff you can get its 
co-operation in the matter of medical attendance and 
visiting nurse service; it is also a good plan to have 
physical examinations for qualification to membership. 
An insurance company would not give a policy to a man 
who was a “bad risk’’—that is, a man who is likely to 
fall sick at any moment. Neither should you give such 
policies: Physical examinations are necessary, and 
they not only have the advantage of safeguarding your 
association, but they also can give individual men prop- 
er advice, so that a man who could not pass the ex- 
amination may take a course of treatment which other- 
wise he could not afford and so bring himself up to 
the standard: a good thing.for the association, and an 
infinitely better one for the man himself. In order to 
get the amount of dues you should ask, consult the 
constitutions of other organizations, or ask an ingur- 
ance company for advice. You will be able to get exact 
figures on this question; in advance it may be said the 
dues should not run above $1.50 per $100 payroll; that 
is, a man making $50 a week would have deducted 
from his pay only 75 cents. a man making $25 a week 
would be short about 37 cents. or less, for $1.50 should 
be the maximum rate per $100. 

And there you are. If a man falls ill the doctor in- 
vestigates the case, gives him proper treatment, his 
benefit is paid to him out of the treasury. In most of 
the associations already formed, benefits start with 
the eichth day of digability and not more than 13 
weeks’ benefits are paid in any one year. This is to 
safeguard the association. Printed forms are prepared 
for the doctor's report: this form is sent to the sick 
man himself after one day's absence, and he gives it 
to the doctor. 

These mutual sick benefit associations have a social 
side which adds to their value. In order to keep 
plenty of money in the treasury, so that all claims may 
be promptly paid, some of the associations give annua! 
picnics or dances; perhaps baseball games or track and 
field sports can be organized, the money made from 
these to go into the treasury. In normal times the dues 
should keep you well ahead of the game. 

The plan outlined, which has been followed by many 
firms, has the great advantage that the whole business, 
from dues to benefits, is run by your own fellows, elect- 
ed and appointed by you. If, however, you should de- 
cide to take out group insurance, as is often done, the 
same plan should be followed: the committee takes 
out the policy-—after approval by all the members, of 
course—and premiums are paid out of the treasury. 
This does away with the necessity of keeping your 
own books and attending to the details of the business. 
However, that’s up to you. 

And that’s what I'd do if I wanted to safeguard my- 
self against the bugaboo of sickness and loss of time 
and money.
